POST-OFFICE CLERKS

tions as to hours of labor for clerks 
in post offices have become so bad

of Post-Office Clerks, assembled to 
convention .ml* year JU* ivied by unai -

moat pressing need is th<? establish­ 
ment of a legal eight-hour day. 
Post-office clerks occupy the unique I 
position of being practically the only j 
class of government employes who art* j 
not protected by any act of con- 
Kress, limiting in any way their hours 
OI labor. The principle of an eigl t- 1 
hour day for government employes is 
well established. In recent years this > 
principle has even been extended to 
cover the employes on a government 
contract. It is difficult to understand j 
why this generally recognized princi­ 
ple should not be legally extended to 
cover post-office clerks. 
There arc reasons of great economic 
value why the eight-hour day should 
be extended to post-office clerks. 
Expedition is the verv keynote of 
the postal service. T ad.an e the de­ 
livery of the mail.-, is the aim and 
ambition of everybody identified with 
the postal service. The postal service 
is lightly considered by every bus­ 
iness man as an adjunct to his own 
particular business, lf there be de­ 
lay in the transmission of his com­ 
munications, his business will natHr-1 
ally suffer. 
To accomplish expedition, the Post- j 
Office Department maintains the high- j 
est class of equipment. Approximately | 
fifty millions of dollars are e t pended 
anually for the transportation of our I 
mails by the fastest trains. In our cat­ 
ties the automobile is rapidly sup-1 
planting the horse and wagon as a j 
means of conveyance between the 
post office and the railway mail train 
Where can there be any real econ­ 
omy in 
failing to employ 
enough 
clerks to expeditiously distribute the: 
mails in the post offices, and thus! 
make the quickest 
possible connec­ 
tions with these 
fast 
mail 
train s.; 
which must leave on schedule? 
Where there is not a sufficient force 
of clerks to clean up the mails in a 
day of eight hours, then it may safe­ 
ly be assumed that important mail is 
being delayed because of missing 
train connections.

September Vital Statistics. 
Oklahoma £ity, Ok., Nov. 
23.—The 
September vital statistics just issued 
by State Health Commissioner Mahr 
show 2,792 births and 663 deaths. The 
greatest toll was exacted by typhoid 
fever, yet the largest percentage is 
recorded, as usual, 
for 
pneumonia. 
Out of 562 cases of typhoid 106 were 
fatal. Diphtheria, with 139 cases, gave 
lo deaths. There were 85 cases of 
tuberculosis recorded with 46 deaths. 
Pneumonia shows 25 cases, 13 of them 
being fatal. Of the 62 scarlet fever 
patients all recovered save one, while 
only three cases of small pox were re­ 
ported, none of them being fatal. 
Of the birth record 1,447 were males 
and 1,345 females; 2,724 white and 68 
black. On the death 
side 352 
were 
males and 311 females, 618 white and 
45 black.
